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Introductory  Term  Opens  Columbia  s  143rd  Year 


Students  and  faculty  enthusiastically 
began  Columbia's  143rd  year  Septem- 
ber 15th.  The  year  opened  with  a  new 
eight  day  program  called  Introductory 
Term. 

The  first  day  registration  figures  show 
that  the  entering  class  is  the  largest  in 
several  years.  The  total  enrollment  for 
the  Fall  Quarter  will  probably  exceed 
that  of  last  year.  In  the  basic  Master  of 
Divinity  program  the  entering  class  has 
46  students,  up  20Tc   from  1969. 

The  new  Introductory  Term  permitted 
a  more  relaxed  beginning  for  the  aca- 
demic year.  It  combined  social  activities 
in  the  community  with  special  classroom 
instruction.  Student  leaders  say  that  it 
has  given  the  returning  students  "a 
chance  to  really  get  to  know  new 
students." 

For  entering  students,  the  program 
offered  additional  orientation  to  both  the 
content  and  the  method  of  theological 
education.  New  students  were  also  given 
an  opportunity  to  become  familiar  with 
the  city  of  Atlanta.  A  thorough  testing 
program  designed  to  help  the  students 
better  understand  themselves  and  their 
academic  and  personal  strengths  was  in- 
cluded in  the  term. 

Second  year  students  took  a  more  ex- 
tensive look  at  the  Atlanta  metropolitan 
area  with  particular  emphasis  upon  their 
second  year  field  education  project  which 
is    ministry    to    the    community.    During

their  eight  days  they  toured  numerous 
areas  of  the  city  and  talked  with  govern- 
mental, educational,  business,  church  and 
community  leaders,  and  participated  in 
Reflection  Sessions  with  faculty  mem- 
bers. The  program  was  developed  co- 
operatively by  Columbia  and  the  Urban 
Training  Organization  of  Atlanta. 

Columbia's  third  year  students  were 
involved  in  a  management  training  sem- 
inar during  the  eight  days.  Training  per- 
sonnel from  Southern  Bell  Telephone, 
I.B.M.,  The  Peoples  American  Bank  and 
the  Trust  Company  of  Georgia  joined 
with  several  attorneys  and  accountants 
in  this  program.

A  Presbyterian,  U.S.  Board  Executive 
and  two  world  known  teachers  will  be 
the  major  lecturers  at  Columbia  during 
the  1970-71  academic  year.  In  former 
years  all  three  men  would  have  spoken 
during  the  Ministers"  Week,  but  this 
year's  schedule  brings  one  leader  to 
campus  each   quarter. 

Dr.  John  F.  Anderson,  Jr.,  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  National 
Ministries  will  be  the  preacher  and  wor- 
ship leader  for  a  week  of  special  services 
during  the  Fall  Quarter.  The  services 
sponsored  by  Columbia  and  Atlanta's 
Morningside  Presbyterian  Church  will 
be  October  27-30th. 

Ministers"  Week  will  come  during  the 
Winter  Quarter  this  year  and  the  fea- 
tured   speaker    will    be    Dr.    Martin    E. 


Marty.  Dr.  Marty,  a  University  of  Chi- 
cago Professor,  who  also  serves  as  an 
editor  of  the  Christian  Century  will  be 
the  Smyth  Lecturer.  His  lectures  will 
deal  with  several  areas  in  which  there 
are  "Continuing  Confrontations  in  Amer- 
ican Religion."  Dates  for  Minister's 
Week  are  February   1-3,   1971. 

The  Alumni  Lecturer  this  year  will  be 
Dr.  Thomas  F.  Torrance.  Dr.  Torrance, 
a  professor  at  the  University  of  Edin- 
burgh will  be  at  Columbia  March  29th 
through   April  2nd. 

Several  other  churchmen  and  com- 
munity leaders  have  accepted  invitations 
to  speak  at  Columbia  in  connection  with 
particular  courses  and  at  chapel  services. 
A  list  of  these  speakers  will  be  carried 
in  a  later  issue  of  INFORM. 


Living   Endowment   Increases 

Financial  support  for  Columbia  stu- 
dents through  the  Living  Endowment 
Program  has  shown  a  marked  increase 
this  year.  Gifts  so  far  this  year  total 
$6,196,  an  increase  of  130%  over  the 
same  period  in   1969. 

"This  significant  increase  in  giving  to 
Living  Endowment  is  a  great  encourage- 
ment to  us  at  Columbia,"  President  J. 
McDowell  Richards  said.  "It  is  an  indi- 
cation of  the  significant  number  of  Pres- 
byterians who  recognize  the  importance 
of  the  Seminary  in  training  ministers  to 
lead  the  Church  and  who  are  willing  to 
do  their  part  in  providing  financial  re- 
sources for  this  ministry.  Giving  such  as 
this  is  the  only  possible  means  for  Co- 
lumbia to  avoid  a  deficit  due  to  the 
rapidly  increasing  cost  of  theological

Faculty-Students  In  Joint  Retreat 

Columbia's  faculty  and  student  leaders 
studied,  worshipped  and  planned  to- 
gether at  a  two-day  retreat  prior  to  the 
beginning  of  the  school  year.  The  re- 
treat was  held  at  the  Monastery  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  about  20  miles  from  the 
Columbia  campus. 

Worship  was  the  theme  of  this  retreat, 
the  second  held  jointly  by  the  members 
of  the  Student  Council  and  the  Faculty. 
Planning  for  the  study  and  discussion 
sessions  had  been  carried  on  all  summer 
by  a  faculty-student  committee.  Oppor- 
tunities to  share  in  worship  with  mem- 
bers of  the  monastary  community  added

Faculty   Profile   .   .   . 
Harold   B,   Prince 

"Being   A   Librarian 
Doesn't   Solve 
This." 


Harold  Prince  came  to  Columbia  Sem- 
inary in  1950  to  help  the  seminary  build 
up  its  library.  He  was  the  first  full-time 
professional  librarian  at  Columbia.  To- 
day, he  feels  that  "we've  come  a  long 
way"  but  that  there  is  plenty  more  to  do. 

Early  in  his  time  at  Columbia  —  in 
1952  —  the  library  moved  into  its  new 
building:  the  John  Bulow  Campbell  Li- 
brary, built  at  a  cost  of  5325,000  with 
a  capacity  of  100,000  volumes.  The 
collection  then  numbered  some  46,000; 
it  is  now  more  than  82,000.  Besides 
books,  the  library  has  a  tape  library  for 
campus  use,  a  modest  collection  of 
phonograph  records,  microfilm  copies  of 
all  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S., 
church  court  records,  and  a  number  of 
reproductions  of  paintings  that  may  be 
borrowed  by  students  and  faculty  for 
a  month  at  a  time. 

The  periodical  collection  has  been  ex- 
panded —  the  more  important  files 
bound  —  and  is  now  conveniently  ac- 
cessible on  the  top  floor.  An  elevator, 
recently  installed  with  the  top  floor  stacks 
as  a  gift  from  Columbia  Friendship 
Circle,  makes  it  easy  to  get  to  these 
materials. 

One  of  the  things  the  library  takes 
pride  in  is  the  speeding  up  of  its  book- 
processing  procedures  so  that  books  now 
are  available  for  use  soon  after  they  are 
received.  Along  with  this  improvement, 
the  backlog  of  cataloging  —  formerly 
more  than  2,000  volumes  —  has  been 
largely  eliminated  by  diligent  efforts  of 
the  staff. 

More  important  than  size  and  growth, 
however,  is  the  need  constantly  to  make 
the  library  a  more  vital  element  and 
force  in  the  seminary's  educative  proc- 
ess. "Until  we  become  this,  we  are  not 
a  library,"  Prince  says. 

"What  is  a  theological  library?" 

"It's  more  than  a  bunch  of  books 
in  a  warehouse.  It's  a  gold-mine,  with 
rich  veins  and  nuggets  (not  always  easy 
to  find).  We  hope  that  the  library  will 
help  each  student  and  faculty  member 
get  'gold-fever'  so  that  he  will  come 
prospecting  as  often  as  he  can.  There 
are  practical  aspects  of  library  use:  pa- 
pers, sermons,  etc.,  and  these  we  want 
to  make  as  "easy'  as  possible.  But  be- 
yond this,  we  want  to  make  the  library 


such  a  place  that  a  person  will  use  it  on 
his  own  and  will  have  fun  doing  it.  We 
work  for  this  all  the  time." 

This  work  has  been  more  strenuous 
for  the  past  two  years  because  Mr. 
Prince  has  been  serving  one-year  terms 
as  vice-president  and  president  of  the 
American  Theological  Library  Associa- 
tion, an  organization  that  includes  in  its 
membership  the  librarians  and  libraries 
of  most  of  the  theological  schools  in  the 
United  States.  Now  in  its  24th  year,  the 
association  has  stimulated  the  develop- 
ment of  theological  libraries  by  a  num- 
ber of  cooperative  propects  as  well  as 
annual  conferences  that  enable  librarians 
to  learn  from  each  other.  Harold  has 
been  an  active  member  since  he  came 
to  Columbia  and  served  as  treasurer  of 
the  association  for  eight  years. 

Pleasant  and  easy-going,  Mr.  Prince 
leads  an  active  life.  He  holds  four  de- 
grees: an  A.B.  and  M.A.  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  South  Carolina;  the  Master  of 
Librarianship  from  Emory  University; 
and  the  B.D.  from  Columbia,  which  he 
obtained  by  taking  one  course  at  a  time 
while  serving  as  librarian.  He  was  or- 
dained by  Atlanta   Presbytery  in    1960. 

In  addition  to  his  library  duties,  Mr. 
Prince  has  directed  the  Seminary  Con- 
tinuing Education  program  since  1962. 
He  does  supply  preaching  at  times,  sings 
in  the  .Seminary  choir,  plays  a  vigorous 
game  of  tennis,  and  enjoys  serving  as 
counselor  at  Atlanta  Presbytery's  Camp 
Calvin. 

Additional  activities  center  around  his 
family,  consisting  of  his  wife,  Evelyn, 
who  is  a  librarian  at  Westminster 
Schools,  and  his  four  children,  who 
range  in  age  from  13  to  19  years. 
When  time  permits,  the  family  enjoys 
camping,  now  much  easier  because  of 
a  tent-trailer  purchased  this  summer, 
which  is  a  lot  'drier'  than  the  tent  they 
had   used   for  several    years. 

As  one  would  expect,  Mr.  Prince  en- 
joys reading  but  he  finds  it  "just  as 
hard  as  anyone  else"  to  find  time  to 
do  as  much  as  we  would  like.  "Being  a 
librarian  doesn't  'solve'  this,"  he  says. 


ALABAMA   CAMPAIGN 
OVER   $400,000 

The  Columbia  Challenge  Campaign  in 
Alabama  will  go  over  $400,000  this 
fall.  Pledges  totaling  nearly  $350,000 
have  already  been  received  and  several 
churches  are  planning  their  participation 
in  connection  with  their   19'71    budgets. 

"The  amount  given  by  Alabama  Pres- 
byterians exceeds  their  gifts  to  any  other 
synod  institution  in  a  capital  campaign 
in  recent  years,"  reported  Steve  A.  Ba- 
con, Columbia's  Vice  President  for  De- 
velopment. This  is  a  reaffirmation,"  he 
added,  "of  the  strong  ties  that  have 
existed  between  Alabama  and  Columbia 
since  1857."  It  was  in  that  year  that  the 
Synod  of  Alabama  assumed  support  of 
Columbia. 

Over  80  churches  and  a  large  num- 
ber of  individual  Presbyterians  have 
made    pledges   in   the   current   campaign. 

The  Campaign  in  Alabama  is  part  of 
a  larger  campaign  in  which  Columbia 
seeks  to  raise  S4  million  to  claim  a  Si 
million  challenge  gift.  Gifts  and  pledges 
toward  the  S4  million  goal  now  exceed 
$2  million. 

The  $5  million  will  provide  an  indoor 
recreational  facility,  a  teaching  center 
and  substantial  increases  in  the  Semi- 
nary's endowment.

an  unexpected  but  richly  rewarding  as- 
pect to  the  retreat. 

Three  main  sessions  were  devoted  to 
the  worship  theme.  In  the  first,  papers 
which  considered  worship  as  found  in 
the  Old  and  New  Testament,  in  Re- 
formed theology  and  as  seen  in  relation 
to  pastoral  concerns  were  presented  and 
discussed.  A  second  major  block  of  time 
was  given  to  relating  these  studies  to 
the  Columbia  community  and  discussing 
ways  to  strengthen  and  deepen  this  as- 
pect of  seminary  life.  Specific  proposals 
for  community  worship  at  Columbia 
were  formulated  in  third  main  session. 

A  prime  concern  for  the  students  and 
faculty  was  a  deeper  realization  of  com- 
munity at  Columbia  and  expressing  this 
in  worship.  Specific  plans  for  gaining 
this  by  changing  patterns  for  chapel 
services  and  creating  faculty-student  com- 
mittees for  planning  and  leading  these 
services  emerged. 

The  retreat  reached  its  high  point  in 
a  closing  worship  service  planned  by  the 
small  groups  that  had  been  working  to- 
gether throughout  the  two  days. 

In  joint  and  separate  business  sessions 
the  faculty  and  students  completed  plans 
for  the  new  academic  year  and  trans- 
acted their  regular  business.  This  co- 
operative planning  will  continue  through 
the  year  in  faculty  committees  which 
have  student  members.

The  Synod  of  Alabama  is  represented 
on  Columhia's  Board  of  Directors  by  a 
college  professor,  a  real  estate  developer 
and  two  pastors.  Dr.  Frank  P.  Davis, 
from  Auburn,  and  Thomas  E.  Rast  of 
Birmingham  are  the  laymen.  Rev.  David 
Edington,  Jr.,  pastor  of  the  Spring  Hill 
Church  in  Mobile  and  the  Rev.  James  O. 
Speed,  pastor  of  the  Woodlavvn  Church 
in  Birmingham  are  the  ministers. 

The  Board  of  Directors  is  made  up 
of  25  men  elected  by  the 'five  synods 
which  own  Columbia.  The  Board  meets 
semi-annually  and  sets  policies  for  Co- 
lumbia's operation.  Permanent  commit- 
tees give  closer  consideration  to  various 
aspects  of  Columbia's   life. 

Dr.  Frank  Davis  has  been  on  Colum- 
bia's Board  since  1963.  He  is  currently 
serving  his  second  year  as  Vice  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  and  is  also  Chairman 
of  the  Academic  Policy  Committee.  In 
Auburn  he  is  head  of  the  Department  of 
Speech  at  Auburn  University  and  a  ruling 
elder  in  the  First  Church. 

Thomas  Rast,  President  of  the  Bir- 
mingham firm  of  Johnson,  Rast  and 
Hayes  is  an  Elder  in  South  Highland 
Church  in  Birmingham.  He  has  been 
particularly  active  in  the  Christian  Edu- 
cation program  of  that  congregation. 
Elected  to  the  Board  of  the  Synod  of 
Alabama  in  1968,  Tom  has  been  one  of 
the  leaders  in  the  Columbia  Challenge 
Campaign  in  Birmingham  Presbytery  and 
serves  on  the  Board's  permanent  com- 
mittee   on    Planning    and    Development. 

Reverend  David  Edington  will  com- 
plete his  third  term  on  Columbia's  Board 
in  1971.  He  was  first  elected  to  the 
Board  in  1962.  His  experience  as  a 
pastor  and  as  Stated  Clerk  and  Mod- 
erator of  the  Synod  of  Alabama  have 
been  reflected  in  the  leadership  he  has 
given  to  many  aspects  of  the  Seminary's 
life.    In   the    Columbia   Challenge    Cam- 


paign he  served  on  both  the  Synod  and 
Mobile  Presbytery  Committees.  His  cur- 
rent responsibilities  on  the  Board  in- 
clude membership  on  the  Student  Life 
Committee. 

The  Rev.  James  O.  Speed  is  Chairman 
of  the  Student  Life  Committee  of  Co- 
lumbia's Board.  A  local  pastor  now,  Mr. 
Speed  has  also  served  as  Director  of 
Enlistment  for  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education  and  his  understanding  of 
changing  patterns  in  church  vocations 
has  strengthened  his  contribution  to  the 
life  of  Columbia.  Mr.  Speed  served  on 
the  Birmingham  Presbytery  Committee 
in   the  Columbia   Challenge   Campaign.

education  at  a  time  when  benevolence 
giving  is  increasing  at  a  much  slower 
rate,"  Dr.   Richards  said. 

The  IJving  Endowment  Program  seeks 
to  bridge  the  gap  between  the  cost  of 
theological  education  and  income  from 
benevolent  gifts  and  the  Seminary's  en- 
dowment. Approximately  22%  of  the 
total  cost  must  come  from  Living  En- 
dowment and  other  annual  gifts. 

Total  costs  for  educating  students  for 
the  ministry  and  other  places  of  church 
leadership  run  about  $100  for  each  stu- 
dent for  each  week  in  the  academic  year. 
A  living  endowment  gift  of  $22  meets 
the  needs  for  one  student  for  one  week. 
The  need  for  each  student  for  an  entire 
academic  quarter  is  $240.00. 


More  than  50  of  Columbia's  students 
have  returned  to  their  studies  this  fall 
with  a  clearer  understanding  of  their  task 
as  theological  students.  Their  new  under- 
standing comes  from  involvement  in  the 
summer  field  education  program. 

The  students  took  part  in  a  variety  of 
ministries  in  ten  states  in  the  Southeast 
and  West.  "This  experience,"  Field  Edu- 
cation Director  J.  Richard  Bass  says, 
■■gives  a  student  the  opportunity  to  put 
into  use  some  of  the  skills  and  under- 
standing he  has  gained  from  his  Semi- 
nary studies." 

Students  served  in  local  congregations, 
camps  and  National  Parks,  welfare  and 
penal  programs  and  in  special  summer 
resort  ministries.  Some  men  were  in 
more  formal  training  programs  in  hos- 
pitals or  in  Columbia's  Church  and  In- 
dustry Program. 

Field  Education  is  not  limited  to  the 
summer  at  Columbia.  Requirements  in 
this  area  are  a  part  of  each  of  the 
three  academic  years  as  well  as  the  two 
summers.  All  phases  of  the  program  are 
related  to  classroom  instruction. 

The  reason  for  this,  Professor  Bass 
explained,  ■■is  that  our  emphasis  is  upon 
education  for  the  student  in  preparation 
for  ministry.  This  takes  place  in  a  va- 
riety of  settings  where  the  student  has 
an  opportunity  for  personal  growth  and 
also  the  possiblility  of  increasing  his 
professional  competence."

ALUMNi  GIVING  SETS  RECORD 

With  four  months  still  to  go  Alumni 
Giving  in  1970  exceeds  the  combined 
total  of  1968  and  1969.  Already  307 
alumni  have  made  gifts  and  pledges  of 
over  $12,072  to  the  Seminary's  annual 
Giving  Program. 

Impetus  for  the  increased  giving  is  a 
challenge  offer  made  anonymously  by  a 
Presbyterian  layman  and  his  wife.  Their 
offer  to  match  dollar  for  dollar  on  an 
individual  basis  any  increase  in  giving 
over  1969  will  result  in  an  additional 
gifts  of  over  $9,852  to  Columbia. 

The  Challenge  Gift  has  stimulated  an 
increase  both  in  the  number  of  alumni 
participating  in  the  program  and  also 
in  the  size  of  the  average  gift.  Every 
class  of  the  Seminary  with  living  alumni 
is  represented  by  participants  in  this 
year's  Alumni   Giving  Program. 


C.F.C.  BEGINS  NEW  PROJECT  IN  OCTOBER 


Columbia  Friendship  Circle  has  once 
again  made  a  significant  contribution  to 
Columbia  Seminary.  CFC's  goal  of  suf- 
ficient funds  to  renovate  and  refurnish 
several  classrooms  produced  over  $19,- 
000  from  its  8,000  plus  members  in 
1969-70.  These  funds  coupled  with  the 
previous  year's,  also  for  this  project, 
made  possible  the  renovation  of  four 
classrooms.  Three  of  these  were  air  con- 
ditioned and  all  four  were  refurnished 
to  provide  excellent  equipment  for  both 
teaching  and  learning.  Our  thanks  to  all 
who  helped  make  these  plans  become 
realities. 

Looking  forward  to  the  1970-71  year 
the  CFC  Council  has  pledged  themselves 
to  fulfill  the  purpose  of  Prayer,  Promo- 
tion and  Projects  for  Columbia  Theologi- 
cal Seminary.  This  Council  is  composed 
of  the  Synodical  Presidents  and  Synodi- 
cal  Columbia  Friendship  Circle  Chair- 
men for  the  Synods  of  Alabama,  Flor- 
ida, Georgia,  Mississippi  and  South 
Carolina.  The  officers,  Mrs.  Chris  Math- 
eson,  Gainesville,  Florida,  President: 
Mrs.  G.  B.  Clarke,  Jr.,  Point  Clear, 
Alabama,  Vice-President;  and  Mrs.  A.  L. 
Kleckner,    Athens,    Georgia,    Secretary- 


Historian,  were  elected  at  the  annual 
Pilgrimage  to  the  Columbia  campus  on 
April  9,  1970.  Over  400  from  all  five 
synods  attended. 

Mrs.  Chris  Matheson  reports  that  the 
project  for  1970-71  is  Continuing  Edu- 
cation for  Ministers.  This  program, 
guided  by  Columbia's  librarian.  Rev. 
Harold  Prince,  provides  opportunities 
for  uninterrupted  study  for  ministers  of 
our  constituency.  Cost  of  the  two-week 
stay  on  the  Columbia  campus  is  borne 
by  the  .Seminary  through  such  special 
gifts  as  are  provided  by  CFC.  Nearly 
150  ministers  accept  the  invitation  to 
attend  one  of  the  study  periods  each 
year.  Since  the  inauguration  of  the  pro- 
gram over  500  have  attended.  Letters 
received  from  past  participants  indicate 
that  this  is  a  vital  and  helpful  program 
and  its  benefits  are  reflected  back  to  the 
local  church. 

Funds  from  this  year's  CFC  will  give 
the  Seminary  the  resources  to  invite 
more  ministers  to  attend,  provide  more 
learning  resources  and  the  possibility  of 
a  more  diversified  program  of  Continu- 
ing Education.
